Following a lengthy discussion, a motion was made by Faith Perkins, 

seconded by Kathleen Rybarz, to present a budget to the Town of 

Lamoine that will represent additional reductions from the originally 

presented budget:   reduce co-curricular by $4,010.00, reduce 

transportation by $3,000, reduce field maintenance by $5,900, reduce 

extra curricular equipment by $1,440, reduce physical education 

position to .8 FTE, add into the proposed budget $5,200 of balance 

forward.
